PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 28.—A draw. For 
four rounds and a fraction of the fifth 
“Philadelphia Jack’’ O’Brien made Tommy 
Ryan, the claimant of the middleweight 
title, look bad last night. 

For the remainder of the six-round ses- 
sion in the arena of the National Sport- 
ing Club Ryan was something of his old 
self, something of the Tommy Ryan Il! 
fought twice. He ducked nicely when a 
damaging punch was on its way. He coun- 
tered heavily on various occasions and put 
O’Brien to the bad. 

O’Brien thought he had lost. The round 
and a half of aggressiveness earned Ryan 
the draw. He was clearly the master of 
the situation in that period. He haé 
O’Brien puffing like a locomotive go'ng up 
a slippery hill with a train of freight cars. 
He sent O’Brien to his corner in the fifth 
round virtually a beaten man. 

“IT lost, didn’t I?” was the muttering of 
O’Brien as he sat in his corner after that 
awful fusillade of punches by Ryan into 
his stomach. 

“Too bad, but he beat me on the level.” 

The reiteration of these sentences made 
between gasps for breath was the only in- 
dication O’Brien gave that he was lIiv- 
ing. He did not seem to breathe. There 
was not a quiver in his body to show that 
the blood was flowing through his heart, 


Dick McGuigan shook and hauled at the 
Quaker just as one does to get another up 
out of bed in the early morning. 


Jack Recovers and 
Is All Right at End. 


“Say a few prayers, Jack,” 
Guigan’'s appeal.

Then McGuigan loosened O'Brien's tights 
and the Philadelphian began to breath 
quite freely. 

O’Brien knew enough to stall around 
during that period. He did well and eva- 
ded Ryan's lunges, jabs and jolts in the 
manner that a clever boxer would in the 
earlier periods of a fight. By doing that 
he recovered greatly from the beating he 
got in the fifth round, and I believe was 
able to go on for.a longer period. 

Among the thousands who saw the fight 
there is no question that the majority be- 
lieve that O’Brien would have lasted a 
couple of rounds more. That may be true. 
They must remember, though, that O’Brien 
wos fighting a six-round bout and not a 
twenty. 


O’Brien Weakened by 
His Aggressiveness. 


In a fight of 20 rounds duration O’ Brien 
would not have forced the issue as he did 
and tire himself out. A different style of 
battle would have been mapped out. 
O’Brien knew that the only way he could 
winin suchashort space oftime was by 
forcing thegame, and hedid. His aggressive- 
ness weakened him considerably and when 
Ryan began playing for his stomach every 
blow made the Quaker more weary. He 
was weak and tired when he got that 
blow on the jaw which put him down. 
He was really too weak to rise before 
the count of nine. 

O'Brien's jabs earned him the right to 
a decision at the end of the fourth round. 
He was clever and got out of the way 
of Ryan's awful smashes. 

In that time Ryan did not land an ef- 
fective punch, and what the latter did 
after that did nothing more than even

TWO GRATIFYING IMPROVEMENTS. 

The storm brought out two demonstrations of gratifying im 
provement in the city. First, under great difficulties the street 
cars on practically all the lines were kept moving. There was 
no actual blockade, Second, on the day after the heavy fall 
of snow, most of the streets in the central district, between 
Fourth and Twelfth and Franklin and Market—the main 
downtown thoroughfares—were cleared of snow.

tolerable condition.

The board 
of governors of the Stock Exchange sim- 
ply announced that both the common and 
preferred stocks of the American Steel 
Foundries had been stricken from the list. 

The governing board rarely strikes a 
stock from the list, and only after good 
reasons for such a course have been found 
to exist by the listing committee. 

The American Steel Foundries is a 
Schwab company. Jos. E. Schwab, 
brother of Charles M., is president. Max 
Pam, the confidential adviser of Charles 
M. Schwab and his personal attorney, is 


general counsel. 
Men whom Mr. Schwab placed in the 
directorates of the United States Ship 


Building Co. and the Bethelehem Steel 
Co. are directors of the American Steel 
Foundries.
